Of interest to merchants la the new 
garnishee bill, which was passed by 
the la«t Legislature and which be- 
came only this montb a law without 
the Governor's signature. The bill 
appeals the provision of Section 1701 
Kentucky Statutes, which, witb refer- 
ence to exemptions from attachment, 
reads: "Provided, That the exemp- 
tion of a fry dollars shall not apply 
to debts contracted for food, tuel, 
medicine, raiment or house rent for 
the family. '' Under tne old law the 
wages of a person earning less than 
*'.<• a montb, were not subject to 
attachment unless for food, raiment, 
foel, etc Now the exemption for 
debts of that character is ihe same 
as the exemption of any other debts. 
Under the present law unless a person 
earns more than *5<> a month his wag- 
es cannot be attached f^r any debt.
